The Presid ent o f the United States has appo inted a fact-find ­ 
ing bo ard to inqu ire into the circu mstances inv o lv ed in the 
d emand s o f the ÜAW-CIO qpo n General Mo to rs and to 
make reco mmend atio ns related thereto . General Mo to rs 
sto o d read y to su pply the bó ard with all necessary d ata re­ 
g ard ing wag e rates, emplo y es earning s, ho u rs o f emplo y ­ 
ment and all o ther relev ant info rmatio n reg ard ing wag es 
and emplo y ment; ho wev er, the bo ard has ru led that Gen­ 
eral Mo to rs ability to pay will be co nsid ered as a facto r in 
d etermining an increase in wag es. This wo u ld requ ire an 
appraisal o f co sts, prices, pro spectiv e v o lu me o f bu siness, in­ 
v estment facto rs, ex penses and the entire fo rward o perating 
pro g ram o f the bu siness. Thu s the bo ard wo u ld assu me the 
mo st v ital fu nctio ns o f mo nag ement. 


Genera l Mo to rs is no t co ntend ing tha t it 
ha s o r ha s no t the a b ility to p a y. it a hra ys 
ha s p a id lib era l wa g es, it ha s a ttem p ted 
thro ug h p ro tra cted ctd lective ha rya ininy 
sessio ns to d eterm ine wha t is fa ir a nd 
eq uita b le to d a y, it ha s m a d e a fa ir a nd 
lib era l o ffer to the anio n. 


No twithstand ing the impo rtance o f re-establishing emplo y ­ 
ment and resu ming pro d u ctio n at the earliest po ssible 
mo meiit. The abo v e reaso ns hav e mad e it impo ssible fo r 
General Mo to rs to participate in the pro ceed ing s o f the 
bo ard u nd er the pro ced u res as no w established , and it has 
thereto re withd rawn fro m the hearing s. It takes that po sitio n 
with g reat reg ret, bu t it d o es so in the sincere belief that this 
actio n is in the lo ng -term interest o f emplo y es, co nsu mers, 
inv esto rs, and o f the pu blic as well—and o f hig her stand ­ 
ard s fo r all.
